REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regard to claim 5, 
the prior art of record when considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither anticipates 
nor renders obvious a thermostat comprising first valve, a second valve, and an operating 
member which operates in accordance with a temperature change of a fluid and in conjunction 
with the first and second valve discs to move integrally such that one of the first fluid channel 
and second fluid channel is opened and the other one of the first fluid channel and second fluid 
channel is closed, and the operating member in a freely slidable manner is provided to a main 
frame of the thermostat device, an opening to be opened and closed at one end of the case is 
provided to a part of the cylindrical portion, and one end of the case is made to be the second 
valve disc. 

In regard to claim 10, the prior art of record when considered as a whole, alone or in 
combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a thermostat comprising first valve, a 
second valve, and an operating member which operates in accordance with a temperature change 
of a fluid and in conjunction with the first and second valve discs to move integrally such that 
one of the first fluid channel and second fluid channel is opened and the other one of the first 
fluid channel and second fluid channel is closed, and the main frame has a cylindrical portion for 
retaining one end of the case of the operating member in a freely slidable manner, and the 
cylindrical portion has an opening to be opened and closed by the one end of the case.
